A. I. We beg leave to humble ourſelves un- 
der the Hand of our gracious God, for theſe 
Evils which have ſprung up among us, and to 


return him our fervent Ihankſgivings for the 


een he has made of the Authors of them, 
and the Strength he has given us to cut off thoſe 
rotten Members. 

2. We appoint the firſt Friday in next Sep- 
tember as a Day of Faſting and Humiliation 
throughout our Societies, to deprecate the 
Judgnerts we have deſerved through theſe and 


other Evils, and to pray the God of all Grace 


to carry on the gr:at Revival he has begun 
among us. 


We do unanimouſly reſolve in the Fear 
and Preſence of God, that we will in future ſet 


ourſelves, unitedly and ſeparately, to the utmoſt 
reach 
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reach of our Influence, againſt all ſuch Perſons 
and Practices.

A. Let every Aſſiſtant . be particularly dili- 
gent to enforce our Rules againſt Smuggling. 
Let them firft warn the guilty Perſons, and if 
they do not repent and forſake their Sins, let 
them be expelled, wether they be rich or poor. 
And let the Affiſtants look to this! 

Q. 23. Can any cnng be done to lighten the 
great FExpences of our Society in Dublin, oa ac- 
count of our annual Conferences ? 

A. Let every Aſſiſtant raiſe in his Circuit a 
ſufficient Sum to pay for the Expence of his 
own and his Helpers” Horſes during their ſay 
in Dublin. 

Q. 24. Are any Directions to be given the 
Preachers concerning their attendance on their 
Circuits ? 

A. Tet no Preacher be abſent from his Cir- 
cuit at the Conference-time above one Sunday: 
let him not leave his Circuit till after the laſt 
Sunday before the Conference; and let him be 
in his appointed Circuit on the firſt Sunday after 
the Conference; except on eee occa- 
ons 

Q. 28 Are there not ſome Circuits in this 
Kia n that are able fully to ſupport their 
Preachers, and do not? 

A. There are: and let the Members of our 
Society! in thoſe Circuits be informed, that they

mall have no more Preachers in future than they 
will fully ſupport. 

Q. 26. What Directions are to be given con- 
cerning the General Collections? 

A. Let the Aſſiſtants be diligent and faithful 
in making them according to the Rules of Con- 
ference, and let their Helpers give them all poſ- 
fible Aſſiſtance. 

To be explicit. 1. Let a private and public 
Collection be annually made in every Circuit 
immediately after the Conference for the Sup- 
port of our moſt important Miſſions among 
the Heathens. 2. Let the Yearly Collection 
for the ſending out Preachers in theſe King- 
doms, and for the makiog up of all the Defici- 
encies in the Salaries of the Preachers* Wives 

and Children, and for the diſcharging of all 

the Expences incurred by Preachers of their Fa- 
nilies through Sickneſs, which cannot be other. 
wife diſcharged—— be made in all the Societies 
in the month of March. 3. Let the private 
Collection for the ſupport of our Superannuated 
Preachers, and the diſtreſſed Widows and Or- 
phans of Preachers, be raiſed in the Month of 
May. And, laſtly, let the Collection for the 
ſupport of Kingſwood School, where the 
Sons of our Hed Preachers are educated, 
boarded and cloathed, be made in all our Con- 
gregations about \:idſummer.
